CCT s Ref.No.DXZ ( 3 ) / 397 / 2015 - 2 ,- In the reference 1st cited a show cause notice was 
issued , calling objections on the proposed integrated seniority list of DCTOs for the panel year 2004 
2005 , which was prepared by taking each one from each zone method . The samewas not finalized 
before bifurcation of the state . 


In the reference 2nd cited , the Commissioner (CT), Telangana opined that 
while preparing the proposed integrated seniority list of DCTOs, the guidelines for 
preparation of seniority lists issued by the Hon ble High Court of A . P . in W . P . 
No. 24335 / 1999 , dated 09 . 04 . 2001 was not followed and also which is against the 
Rule 33 (a ) of APS & SS Rules , 1996 .

After , detailed discussions , both the Commissioners of Andhra Pradesh 
and Telangana States finalized the integrated seniority list of DCTOs for the panel 
years 1975 - 76 to 2004 - 05 in different spells on 03 .06 .2015 , strictly following the 
directions of the Hon ble High court of A . P . in W . P . No . 24335 / 1999 , dt.09 .04 . 2001 
and Rule 33 (a ) of APS & SS Rules, 1996 . The same was published vide reference 3rd 
cited . 
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Against the integrated seniority list of DCTOs for the panel year 2004 -5, certain DCTOs of Zone -I filed 
appeal petition before the Government questioning the integrate seniority lists finalized by the Commissioner 
of Commercial Taxes on the ground that they were not given an opportunity to submit their objections before 
finalizing the lists. In the reference 4th cited the Government have forwarded the appeal petition and requested 
to furnish the detailed report along with specific remarks and connected records relating to the Integrated 
seniority lists published in Gazette No . 163, dt. 15 . 06 . 2015 for further examination of the matter. 

As per instructions of the Government vide reference 6th cited , and as per consent given by the 
Commissioner of Commercial Taxes, Telangana, it is decided to give an opportunity to affected persons , 
who were included in the panel year 2004 -05 at zonal level and as well in integrated seniority list of DCTOS 
for the panel year 2004 -05 . 

In the reference 7th cited the State -wide integrated combined seniority list of DCTOs for the panel year 
2004 -05 was communicated to the persons of Zone -I covered and requested to file their written statement 
of objections , if any , within ( 15 ) days from the date of issue of this Notice (or ) publication of this Notice in 
the departmental website, failing which , it will be construed that they have no objections to the proposed 
combined seniority and that orders will be passed without further notice or time. 

In response to the above notice the following individuals submitted their objections and the same are 
discussed and answered hereunder.

1 . The seniority Lists of Deputy commercial Tax Officers of all Six Zones were published in Extra Ordinary 

Gazette of Andhra Pradesh signed by the Commissioner of Commercial Taxes, Andhra Pradesh and 
Telangana , in the Gazette No 163 Dt: 15 -06 - 2015 , her place was altered , surprisingly by adding a 
Column the date of arising vacancy which never was mentioned in the show cause notice . 
As seen from the contents of the notice , for finalization of seniority , Rules 33 ( a ), 34 and 36 of the A . P . 
State and Subordinate Service Rules , nowhere in the said rules , there is anything to suggest that the 
seniority lists have to be finalized as per date of arising vacancy . On the contrary , for calculation of 
seniority , the date of appointment i.e ., date of joining in respect of directly recruited persons and date of 
commencement of probation in respect of promotees . Hence , the seniority lists is violative of Rule 33 , 
34 and 36 of A . P. State and Subordinate Service Rules . The term “ seniority which is not defined in any 
Services Act , the term seniority in the public services is longer length of service in the very same 
grade or cadre. A person appointed or promoted earlier is always senior to the a person appointed or 
promoted later. A person confirmed earlier takes precedents over a person not confirmed or confirmed 
later. Sri A . Janardana Vs Union of India , 1983 (2 ) SLR 115 (SC ) , the Hon ble Supreme Court of India 
held that it is a well recognized principle of service jurisprudence that any rule of seniority has to satisfy 

the text of equality of opportunity in public service as enshrined in Article 16 of the Constitution . 
3 . Rule 33 ( a ) of the Andhra Pradesh State and Subordinate Service Rules , 1996 lays down that “ seniority 

of a person in service , class, category or grade shall, unless he has reduced to a lower rank as a 
punishment, be determined by the date of his first appointment to such service, class, category or 
grade .” 
Rule 33 (b ) of the Andhra Pradesh State and Subordinate Service Rules, 1996 says that where , however, 
a person is transferred from one class or category of service to another, carrying same pay or scale of 
pay , he shall notbe treated to have been appointed in the first time to the later class or category of 
service . His seniority shall be determined with reference to the date of his first appointment in the 
former class or category of service . 
Rule 33 of the Andhra Pradesh State and Subordinate Service Rules , 1996 , the seniority of the incumbent 
appointed to service category etc., the scope of applicability of this rule was discussed by the Hon ble 
Supreme Court of India 


5 . 
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in the cases of Sri Dasoola Rama Rao and Others Vs . State of A . P , Sri K . Siva 
Reddy Vs . State of A . P . and Sri M . Gangadharam and Others Vs. State of A . P . 
etc . The delivery of every judicial pronouncements in this regard shows that 
various inter - judgments have been placed on quota and Rota role and the 
preponderance of the view taken that the quota or Rota meant only for the 
purpose of recruitments to the particular category , but not to determine the 
inter -se seniority of the incumbents belonging to particular category who are 
appointed to the post included in that category through different methods of 
recruitments i. e . , direct recruitment, promotion and appointment by 
transfer . The Government of Andhra Pradesh in the light of various judgments 
of the Hon ble A . P . Administrative Tribunal dt.01- 12 - 1998 examined the matter 
further and issued certain clarifications in the Circular Memo No . 16 / Ser . A / 93 

39 , Dt . 21 - 04 - 1999. 
6 . For determining seniority of the employees , the provisions contained in general 

rule 33 of the Andhra Pradesh State and Subordinate Service Rules , 1996 shall 

be followed . 
7 . Their placement is pushed down by placing the names of the DCTOs who are 

working in Zone- II and Zone - III above while issuing the notice . Even these 
DCTOs belonging to Zone - II and Zone - III are far juniors to them . The DR 
ACTOs of 2001 batch of Zone- II and Zone - III who were appointed as DCTOs in 
the year 2010 got placement in the integrated seniority list of DCTOs of the 
panel year 2004 -05 , whereas the DR ACTOs of 1994 - 95 batch of Zone - I who 
got promotion as DCTOs in the year 2006 in Zone - I Were shown juniors to the 
above DR ACTOs of 2001 batch of zone - II in the cadre of DCTOs. This came 
as a bolt from the blue especially when no reasons are forthcoming in this 
regard . They further submit that they were promoted as DCTO s later to us 

that means they were juniors to us as ACTO s and DCTO s also . 
8 . It is the fundamental and minimum obligation of the authorities not only to 

prepare seniority list , but even it must be communicated to all the concerned 
to enable them to know their status in the said seniority list and also to 
know who are the affected parties to approach the court of Law , or the 
Appellate authority to enable the authority to rectify their lapses committed 
by the authorities while preparing the seniority list . But this list is not 
communicated to all the concerned and therefore appealing before the 
Government of Andhra Pradesh . 
Now , the Show Cause Notice issued used a terminology “ from the date of 
arising of vacancies " . As per the dictum of Hon ble Supreme Court , while 
finalizing inter se seniority for promotions " date of joining” only matters but 
not the date of arising of vacancy . Further , the Hon ble Supreme Court 
categorically held that the seniority should be arrived at, basing on the 
Service Rules applicable to the particular period . The Court said the Service 
Rules are paramount and shall not be deviated . In the instant case since the 
seniority list has been arrived at basing on the date of arising of 
vacancy which is not mentioned anywhere in the Service Rules , the proposed 
seniority is illegal, incorrect and need to be re -worked as per the provisions of 

Rule 33 (a ). 
10 . They further submit that date of arising vacancy will play a major role while 

finalizing the inter - se seniority between direct recruits and rank promotees , 
but it is integration of seniority , as the DCTO post is 100 % promotion post 

and there is no direct recruitment to the post of DCTO . 
11. The seniority cannot be determined based on the availability of vacancies , 

and it shall be determined based on the date of appointment against the 
substantive vacancies only , but not with effect from date of availability of 
vacancies , in all the Zones without taking into account the actual date of 
promotion against the substantive vacancies is not only contrary to Rule 
33 ( a ) & 34 of AP State and Sub ordinate Service Rules and also contrary to 
the law laid down by the Hon ble Supreme Court of India in the case of Ashok 
Kumar Srivastava & Anr Vs State of UP (2014 ) 14 SCC 720 {CA No . 6967 of 
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2013} and K . V . Subba Rao & others Vs. Govt. Of A . P . (1988 ) 2 SCC 
201 wherein the Honorable Supreme Court of India categorically held that 
seniority and promotions shall be reckoned from the date of appointment not 
retrospectively from the date when the vacancy arose and which decision 
is binding not only on all the courts in India but also the State Governments 

including the Commissioner of Commercial Taxes . 
12 . The Hon ble Supreme Court of India in the case of State of Uttar Pradesh vs . 

Ashok Kumar Srivatsava , ( 2014 ) 14 SCC 720 C . A . No .6967 of 2013 ( copy 
enclosed ), after going through the whole gamut of case law on promotions 

has held : 
13.“ The thrust of the matter is how the seniority is to be determined in such 

circumstances. In Union of India vs . Uppal and others (1996 ) 2 SCC 168 it 
has been opined that the seniority of a person is to be determined according 
to the seniority rule applicable on the date of appointment. It has also been 
observed that weightage in seniority cannot be given retrospective effect 

unless it is technically provided in the rule in force at the material time. 
14 . In State of Karnataka and others vs . C . Lalitha (2002) 2 SCC 747 it has been 

observed that it is well settled that seniority should be governed by rules and 
a person should not be allowed to derive any undue advantage over other 
employees , for concept of justice demands that one should get what is due to 

him or her as per law . 
15 . In State of Uttaranchal and another vs . Dinesh Kumar Sharma, (2007) 1 SCC 

683 it has been clearly stated that seniority has to be decided on the basis of 
rules in force on the date of appointment and no retrospective promotion or 
seniority can be granted from a date when an employee has not even been 

born in the cadre . 
16 . Learned senior counsel for the appellant has drawn inspiration from the 

recent authority in Pawan Prasad Singh and others vs . Reevan Singh and 
others (2011) 3 SCC 267 where the Court after referring to earlier authorities 
in the field has culled out certain principles out of which the following being 
the relevant are reproduced below : 
" ( ii) Inter se seniority in a particular seniority has to be determined as per the 
service rules . The date of entry in a particular service or the date of 
substantive appointment is the safest criterion for fixing seniority inter se 
between one Officer or the other or between one group of Officers and the 
other recruited from different sources . Any departure there from in the 
Statutory rules , Executive instructions or otherwise must be consistent with 
the requirements of Articles 14 & 16 of the Constitution . 
( iv ) The seniority cannot be reckoned from the date of occurrence of the 
vacancy and cannot be given retrospectively unless it is so expressly provided 
by the relevant service rules . It is so because seniority cannot be given on 
retrospective basis when an employee has not even been borne in the cadre 
and by doing so it may adversely affect the employees who have been 
appointed validly in the meantime” . 
In view of the above aforesaid enunciation of law , the irresistible conclusion 
is that the claim of the first respondent for conferment of retrospective 
seniority is absolutely untenable and the High Court has fallen into error by 
granting him the said benefit and accordingly the impugned order deserves to 

be lancinated and I so do .” 
17 . Further in the case of State of Andhra Pradesh vs . K . V . Subba Rao & others 

1988 ( 2 ) SCC 201, the Apex Court held ; " the legal position is well settled that 
the State is entitled to prescribe the manner of computing inter se seniority 

and in the absence of such prescription length of service is the basis . 
18 . The Honorable Supreme Court of India in State of Bihar Vs . Akhouri 

Sachindranath 1991 Supp ( 1 ) SCC 334 it was held that retrospective 
seniority cannot be given to an employee from a date when he was not even 
born in the cadre . So also seniority cannot be given with retrospective effect 
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so as to adversely affect others . Seniority amongst members of same grade 

must. 
19 . The Hon ble Supreme Court of India held that In Nirmal Chandra Singh 

( supra ) has been ruled that promotion takes effect from the date of being 
granted and not from the date of occurrence vacancy or creation of the 
post. It has also been laid down therein that it is settled in law that date of 

occurrence of vacancy is not relevant for the determination of seniority . 
20 . As per the judgment in 24335 / 1995 which was referred to in the show cause 

notice categorically mentioned to adopt date of joining in the cadre of DCTO 
on regular promotion as contemplated in Rule 33 ( a ) of Andhra Pradesh State 
and Subordinate Service Rules 1995 , but not the date on which temporary 
promotion or time gap promotion which further held as under : 
1 ) Final seniority lists in the post of DCTOs be made on the basis of final 

seniority lists of ACTOs after interspersing them at zonal level. 
2 ) By interspersing the seniority of DCTOs at state level, the final seniority 

list of CTOs is to be prepared . 
3 ) At each stage of ACTOs and DCTOs, it is Rulr 33 (a ) of Andhra Pradesh 

State and Subordinate Service Rules , which will govern the 

seniority ; and 
4 ) While considering the final seniority of CTOs and consequential 

promotions, it is the seniority based upon Rule 33 (a ) referred to above 
which will govern and not the temporary promotion in the said cadre of 
DCTOS 


21. As seen from the notice, it is understood that the respected authority relied 

only on the above W . P filed by Y . Sai Mohan Raj and S . T . Prabhavati from 
Zone IV , and nowhere in the judgement it is mentioned that the Date of 
Arising of Vacancy to be considered for the finalization of integration of 
seniority DCTO s among all the Zones. The above judgement erroneously 

cited by the authorities . 
22 .Rule 36 clearly mentioned with respect to the inter - se seniority in the case 

of Amarjit Singh Vs State of Punjab (AIR ) 1975 SC (984 ) , the Hon ble 
Supreme Court of India held that the date of appointment is the criteria for 
calculating the seniority . In the case of Padma singh Jiva Vs Union of India 
( 1974 ) SLR 594 (SC ) it was held that it is the date from which the persons 

are appointed that governs the seniority . 
23 . Seniority of the promotees or transferees is to be fixed as per quota and from 

the date of commencement of probation / regular appointment. Seniority of 
direct recruits is from the date of substantive appointment. Seniority has to 
be worked out between direct recruits and promotees for each year as said 
by the Hon ble Supreme Court of India in the case of Suraj Prakash Gupta & 

Others Vs State of Jammu & Kashmir (2007 ) SC 561. 
24 . Seniority is not a matter of merely determining the length of service of any 

individual, but one confirming the fixation of his rank vis - à - vis other 
officers . Any rule applicable to one for determining his rank among the 
several persons must be equally applicable to the other . A person can never 
be deemed to be in service from a date anterior to his date of 
appointment. A . Lakshmipathi Vs B . R . Ramabhadraiah 1983 ( 3 ) SLR 190 

(AP ) . 
25 . Where a redetermination of seniority has done, the competent authority 

must after affording an opportunity of hearing to the effected parties and 
pass orders which is also a speaking order . Teja Singh Vs State of Punjab 

1983 ( 1 ) SLR 730 ( P & H ) . 
26 . In the instant case , the show cause notice was given applying logic for 

integration of the seniority basing on date of appointment. To our surprise , 
the order was passed basing on the date of arising of vacancies which is not 
governed by any general rules , special rules or adhoc rules and the material 
was also not supplied to the effected parties for the deviation of the show 
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cause notice and the authorities draw versed beyond the show cause notice 
and passed such orders which are nothing but clear violation of principles of 
natural justice and it has no legal sanctity and cannot stand before the 

scrutiny of the legality . 
27 . They further stated that some of the DCTOs of Zone- II & III where they 
figured in the panel list of: 

There are certain factual positions which I may wish to bring to 
your kind notice . 

Not provided the zone wise & Panel Year wise vacancy position . 
In the Panel Year 2004 -05 , the DCTOs of II & III Zones are placed from 
S . L No 1 to 7 in against B . F vacancies of 2003 - 04 Panel Year . But 
surprisingly , their probation in the cadre of ACTO was not even declared 
as they were recruited in the year 2001. 


28 . They submit that it is quite unjust to place the juniors above the seniors on 

the ground that there are vacancies available in other zones than in zone 
1 . Those vacancies arose due to the policy adopted as per G . O .Ms. No. 1072 
basing on the cadre strength of the zone and the employees of zones 2 & 3 
were unduly benefited where as Zone 1 & 4 employees were badly affected . 
Though it was adopted as a onetime measure to issue long awaiting 

promotions in this Department it left irrevocable loss to zone- 1 employees. 
29 . They further submit that the was struck down by the Hon ble APAT , 

Hyderabad , there are huge No . of vacancies arose in zones 2 & 3 when 
compared to zones 1 & 4 , the adoption of date of arising vacancy has an 

adverse affect on us. 
30 . In this context they respectfully submit that they have been promoted on 

regular basis only and they request to consider their date of joining in the 
cadre of DCTO i. e . 20 .01. 2006 . They request the kind Commissioner (CT) . 
A . P . Vijayawada to kindly adopt the date of joining in the cadre of DCTO 
and do justice by restoring their places in 2004 - 05 panel year.

1 . The date of arising vacancy will play a major role while finalizing the inter 

se seniority between direct recruits and rank promotees , but it is integration 
of seniority , as the DCTO post is 100 % promotion post and there is no direct 

recruitment to the post of DCTO . 
2 . Oppose the proposal of placing their juniors above them as they are senior 

DCTOs in Zone- 1 for the panel years 2003 - 04 & 2004 - 05 . They submit that 
they belong to 1995 batch as ACTOs and promoted as DCTOs in 2005 & 

2006 . 
3 . It is submitted that the seniority cannot be determined based on the 

availability of vacancies , and it shall be determined based on the date of 
appointment against the substantive vacancies only , but not with effect from 
date of availability of vacancies , in all the Zones without taking into account 
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the actual date of promotion against the substantive vacancies is not only 
contrary to Rule 33(a ) & 34 of A P State and Sub ordinate Service Rules and 
also contrary to the law laid down by the Hon ble Supreme Court of India in 
the case of Ashok Kumar Srivastava & Anr Vs State of UP (2014 ) 14 SCC 
720 {CA No. 6967 of 2013 ) and K . V . Subba Rao & others Vs. Govt . Of A . P . 
( 1988 ) 2 SCC 201 wherein the Honorable Supreme Court of India 
categorically held that seniority and promotions shall be reckoned from the 
date of appointment not retrospectively from the date when the vacancy 
arose and which decision is binding not only on all the courts in India but 
also the State Governments including the Commissioner of Commercial 

Taxes . 
4 . Supreme court of India in the case of state of Uttarpradesh Vs Ashok kumar 

Srivastava 2013 ( 10 ) SCALE 505 and in K . V . Subbarao and others vs 
Government of Andhra Pradesh 1988 AIR SC 887 , Unequivocally held that 
for the purpose of determination OF SENIORITY in the same category of 

appointment , only “ date of joining” is the Criteria . 
5 . In the case of Y . K . Sai mohan raj, kum . S . T . Prabhavathi is State of AP , 

WPNO , 24335 of 1999 the dispute was determination seniority in the same 
cadre , between persons recruited through two different streams. There is 
absolutely no dispute with the proposition and it is settled by the Apex 
Court also . 
We submit that it is quite unjust to place the juniors above the seniors on 
the ground that there are vacancies available in other zones than in zone - 1 . 
Those vacancies arose due to the policy adopted as per G . O .Ms. No. 1072 
basing on the cadre strength of the zone and the employees of zones 2 & 3 
were unduly benefited where as Zone 1 & 4 employees were badly affected . 
Though it was adopted as a onetime measure to issue long awaiting 

promotions in this Department it left irrevocable loss to zone - 1 employees . 
7 . We further submit that it was struck down by the Hon ble APAT, Hyderabad , 

there are huge No . of vacancies arose in zones 2 & 3 when compared to zones 

1 & 4 , the adoption of date of arising vacancy has an adverse affect on them . 
8 . In the Service Rules seniority is not defined , hence the meaning of seniority 
as expressed in various dictionaries is detailed below : 
I) Meaning of Seniority as per dictionary . com : priority or precedence or 

status obtained as the result of persons length of service as in a 

profession , trade, company or union 
II) Meaning of Seniority as per Cambridge dictionary : the advantage that 

you get by working for a company for long time. 
III) Meaning of Seniority as per Wikipedia dictionary : Seniority is a 

concept of a person or a group of people taking precedence over 
another person or group because the former is either older or has 

occupied a particular position longer than the later. 
IV ) In view of the legal and factual position they request to adopt the date 

of joining in the cadre of DCTO duly following the Rule 33 (a ).

Keeping in view of the guidelines issued by the Hon ble High Court in 
W . P .No. 24335 / 1999 , dt.09 .04 .2001 for preparing the seniority lists and opinion of the 
Addl. Advocate General of High Court of A . P . vide letter dt. 06 .01 . 2012 , the both the 
Commissioners of Commercial Taxes of Andhra Pradesh and Telangana opined that 
the integrated seniority lists of DCTOs of all (6 ) zones for the panel years 1975 - 76 to 
2004 -05 have to be finalize strictly following the Rule 33 (a ) of APS & SS Rules, 1996 
and no necessity to issue revised show cause notices , since the directions of the 
Hon ble High Court to follow Rule 33 ( a ) of APS & SS Rules , 1996 cannot be disputed . 
Accordingly , finalized the integrated seniority lists of DCTOs for the panel years 1975 
76 to 2004 -05 . The details are as follows:

The finalized seniority lists of DCTOs for the panel years 1975 - 76 to 
2004 - 05 in (5 ) spells were published in Gazette No . 163, dt. 15 .06 . 2015 and no appeal 
has been received from the individuals figured up to the panel year 2002 - 03 . 


The no . of vacancies of DCTOs in each panel years is already published 
in the earlier Gazette No. 303, dt . 30 .05 . 2006 . Now the same vacancies are taken in to 
consideration for finalization of revision of the seniority . Further if vacancies are 
available and qualified persons are not available in a particular panel year , then the 
vacancies are C / F to the next panel year . The B / F vacancies are placed in the top of 
the panel year . Further only qualified persons are placed in the panel year .

The post of DCTO is a Zonal post and the vacancies are arised in a 
particular Zone, the same will be filled with the same Zonal persons. The same shall 
not be compared with vacancies arises in other zones . 


The judgments mentioned in the objections are not related to the present 
integrated seniority list of DCTOs and the integrated seniority list of DCTOs prepared 
as per existing Rule 33 (a ) and 34 of the APS & SS Rules 1996 .

The Rule 34 & 33 (a ) says that 


Rule 34 - Preparation of integrated or common seniority list of persons belonging to 
different units of appointment : where as integrated or common seniority list of a 
particular class , or category or grade in any service belonging to different units of 
appointment has to be prepared for the purpose of promotion or appointment by 
transfer , to a class or category having different units of appointment or for any other 
purpose , such an integrated or common seniority list shall be prepared with reference 
to the provision of sub – rule ( a ) of Rule 33 , provided that the seniority list of the 
person inter - se belonging to the same units shall not be disturbed . 
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Rule 33 Seniority (a) – The seniority list of a person in a service, class , category or 
grade, shall unless he had been reduced to a lower rank , as a punishment, be 
determined by the date of his first appointment to such service, class , category or 
grade . 


7 . 

Hence, the objections of the individuals are over ruled and hereby 
confirmed the integrated seniority list of DCTOs for the panel year 2004 -05 as 
proposed in the reference 7th cited . 


8 . 

The integrated seniority list of DCTOs of all Zones for the panel year 
2004 -05 (appended as Annexure) is hereby finalized . 


9 . 

It is also informed that the placements made in the panel year of the 
employees are only for the purpose of seniority . It does not confer any right to notional 
promotion or monetary benefits etc with retrospective. 


10. The State -wide integrated combined seniority list of DCTOs will be 
subject to outcome of SLPs /WPs / OAS / CAS appeals pending if any, before the 
Supreme Court of India / High Court / APAT / Government.

CCT s Ref .No.DXZ ( 3 ) / 397 / 2015 - 1,- In the reference 1st cited a show cause notice was 
issued , calling objections on the proposed integrated seniority list of DCTOs for the panel year 2003 
2004 , which was prepared by taking each one from each zone method . The same was not finalized 
before bifurcation of the state . 


In the reference 2nd cited , the Commissioner (CT) , Telangana opined that 
while preparing the proposed integrated seniority list of DCTOs, the guidelines for 
preparation of seniority lists issued by the Hon ble High court of A . P . in W . P . 
No .24335 / 1999 , dated 09.04 . 2001 was not followed and also which is against the 
Rule 33 ( a ) of APS & SS Rules , 1996 . 


After , detailed discussions, both the Commissioners of Andhra Pradesh 
and Telangana States finalized the integrated seniority list of DCTOs for the panel 
years 1975 - 76 to 2004 - 05 in different spells on 03 .06 . 2015 , strictly following the 
directions of the Hon ble High court of A . P . in W . P . No. 24335 / 1999 , dt.09.04 . 2001 
and Rule 33 (a ) of APS & SS Rules , 1996 . The same was published vide reference 3rd 
cited . 


Against the integrated seniority list of DCTOs for the panel year 2003 
04, the DCTOs of Zone- I namely , ( 1 ) Y . V .Sreeramulu (2 ) S . Prakash (3 ) Anirudh (4 ) 
K .Nagaraju (5 ) G .Ranimohan filed appeal petition before the Government questioning 
the integrate seniority lists finalized by the Commissioner of Commercial Taxes on the 
ground that they were not given an opportunity to submit their objections before 
finalizing the lists . In the reference 4th cited the Government have forwarded the 
appeal petition and requested to furnish the detailed report along with specific 
remarks and connected records relating to the Integrated seniority lists published in 
Gazette No .

2 . As seen from the contents Gazette , for finalization of seniority , Rules 33 ( a ), 34 

and 36 of the A . P . State and Subordinate Service Rues . Nowhere in the said 
rules , there is anything to suggest that the seniority lists have to be finalized as 
per date of arising vacancy . On the contrary , for calculation of seniority , the 
date of appointment i. e . , date of joining in respect of directly recruited persons 
and date of commencement of probation in respect of promotees . Hence , the 
seniority lists published in the Gazette are violative of Rule 33 , 34 and 36 of 

A . P . State and Subordinate Service Rules . 
3 . It is submitted that the seniority cannot be determined based on the availability 

of vacancies , and it shall be determined based on the date of appointment 
against the substantive vacancies only , but not with effect from date of 
availability of vacancies , in all the Zones without taking into account the actual 
date of promotion against the substantive vacancies is not only contrary to Rule 
33 ( a ) & 34 of AP State and Sub ordinate Service Rules etc . and also contrary to 
the law laid down by the Hon ble Supreme Court of India in the case of Ashok 
Kumar Srivastava & Anr Vs State of UP ( 2014 ) 14 SCC 720 {CA No . 6967 of 
2013) and K . V . Subba Rao & others Vs. Govt . Of A . P . ( 1988 ) 2 SCC 201 
wherein the Honorable Supreme Court of India categorically held that seniority 
and promotions shall be reckoned from the date of appointment not 
retrospectively from the date when the vacancy arose and which decision is 
binding not only on all the courts in India but also the State Governments 

including the Commissioner of Commercial Taxes . 
4 . The Hon ble Supreme Court of India in the case of State of Uttar Pradesh vs . 

Ashok Kumar Srivatsava , (2014) 14 SCC 720 C . A . No .6967 of 2013 (copy 
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enclosed ) , after going through the whole gamut of case law on promotions has 
held : 


“ The thrust of the matter is how the seniority is to be determined in 
such circumstances . In Union of India vs . Uppal and others ( 1996 ) 2 
SCC 168 it has been opined that the seniority of a person is to be 
determined according to the seniority rule applicable on the date of 
appointment. It has also been observed that weightage in seniority 
cannot be given retrospective effect unless it is technically provided in 
the rule in force at the material time. 


In State of Karnataka and others vs . C . Lalitha ( 2002 ) 2 SCC 747 it has 
been observed that it is well settled that seniority should be governed by 
rules and a person should not be allowed to derive any undue advantage 
over other employees , for concept of justice demands that one should 
get what is due to him or her as per law . 


In State of Uttaranchal and another vs . Dinesh Kumar Sharma , (2007 ) 1 
SCC 683 it has been clearly stated that seniority has to be decided on 
the basis of rules in force on the date of appointment and no 
retrospective promotion or seniority can be granted from a date when an 
employee has not even been born in the cadre . 


In Nirmal Chandra Singh ( supra ) has been ruled that promotion takes 
effect from the date of being granted and not from the date of occurrence 
vacancy or creation of the post . It has also been laid down therein that 
it is settled in law that date of occurrence of vacancy is not relevant for 
the determination of seniority . 


Learned senior counsel for the appellant has drawn inspiration from the 
recent authority in Pawan Prasad Singh and others vs. Reevan Singh 
and others (2011) 3 SCC 267 where the Court after referring to earlier 
authorities in the field has culled out certain principles out of which the 
following being the relevant are reproduced below : 


" ( ii ) Inter se seniority in a particular seniority has to be determined as 
per the service rules. The date of entry in a particular service or the 
date of substantive appointment is the safest criterion for fixing 
seniority inter se between one Officer or the other or between one group 
of Officers and the other recruited from different sources . Any 
departure there from in the Statutory rules , Executive instructions or 
otherwise must be consistent with the requirements of Articles 14 & 16 
of the Constitution . 


(iv ) The seniority cannot be reckoned from the date of occurrence of the 
vacancy and cannot be given retrospectively unless it is so expressly 
provided by the relevant service rules . It is so because seniority cannot 
be given on retrospective basis when an employee has not even been 
borne in the cadre and by doing so it may adversely affect the employees 
who have been appointed validly in the meantime” . 


5 . Further in the case of State of Andhra Pradesh vs . K . V . Subba Rao & others 

1988 ( 2 ) SCC 201, the Apex Court held ; " the legal position is well settled that 
the State is entitled to prescribe the manner of computing inter se seniority and 

in the absence of such prescription length of service is the basis . 
6 . Not disclosing the number of vacancies of DCTOs arose in each zone. 
7 . Now , the Show Cause Notice issued used a terminology “ from the date of arising 

of vacancies " . As per the dictum of Hon ble Supreme Court, while finalizing 
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inter se seniority for promotions " date of joining” only matters but not the date 
of arising of vacancy . Further , the Hon ble Supreme Court categorically held 
that the seniority should be arrived at, basing on the Service Rules applicable to 
the particular period . The Court said the Service Rules are paramount and 
shall not be deviated . In the instant case since the seniority list has been 
arrived at basing on the date of arising of vacancy which is not mentioned 
anywhere in the Service Rules , the proposed seniority is illegal, incorrect and 
need to be re -worked as per the provisions of Rule 33 (a ). It is emphasized at 
the cost of repetition that there is nothing in the Rules to interpret " date of 
appointment to the post” , as " date of arising of vacancy ." 


In continuation of the personal appearance in this office on 04 . 04 . 2017 , the 
following officers submit their written objections as detailed below : 


1 . Smt G .RaniMohan , I / C , CTO , Srikakulam Circle . 
2 . Sri S .Prakash , l / c , CTO , ICP , Purushothapuram . 


1 . The date of arising vacancy will play a major role while finalizing the inter - se 

seniority between direct recruits and rank promotees, but it is integration of 
seniority , as the DCTO post is 100 % promotion post and there is no direct 

recruitment to the post of DCTO . 
2 . Oppose the proposal of placing their juniors above them as they are senior 

DCTOs in Zone - 1 for the panel years 2003 - 04 & 2004 -05 . They submit that 

they belong to 1995 batch as ACTOs and promoted as DCTOs in 2005 & 2006 . 
3 . It is submitted that the seniority cannot be determined based on the availability 

of vacancies , and it shall be determined based on the date of appointment 
against the substantive vacancies only , but not with effect from date of 
availability of vacancies, in all the Zones without taking into account the actual 
date of promotion against the substantive vacancies is not only contrary to Rule 
33 ( a ) & 34 of A P State and Sub ordinate Service Rules and also contrary to the 
law laid down by the Hon ble Supreme Court of India in the case of Ashok 
Kumar Srivastava & Anr Vs State of UP (2014 ) 14 SCC 720 {CA No. 6967 of 
2013} and K . V . Subba Rao & others Vs. Govt . Of A . P . (1988 ) 2 SCC 201 
wherein the Honorable Supreme Court of India categorically held that seniority 
and promotions shall be reckoned from the date of appointment not 
retrospectively from the date when the vacancy arose and which decision is 
binding not only on all the courts in India but also the State Governments 
including the Commissioner of Commercial Taxes. 
Supreme court of India in the case of state of Uttarpradesh Vs Ashok kumar 
Srivastava 2013 ( 10 ) SCALE 505 and in K . V .Subbarao and others vs 
Government of Andhra Pradesh 1988 AIR SC 887 , Unequivocally held that for 
the purpose of determination OF SENIORITY in the same category of 

appointment, only " date of joining" is the Criteria . 
5 . In the case of Y . K . Sai mohan raj, kum . S . P . Prabhavathi is State of AP , WPNO , 

24335 of 1999 the dispute was determination seniority in the same cadre , 
between persons recruited through two different streams. There is absolutely no 
dispute with the proposition and it is settled by the Apex Court also . 
We submit that it is quite unjust to place the juniors above the seniors on the 
ground that there are vacancies available in other zones than in zone - 1 . Those 
vacancies arose due to the policy adopted as per G . O .Ms. No . 1072 basing on 
the cadre strength of the zone and the employees of zones 2 & 3 were unduly 
benefited where as Zone 1 & 4 employees were badly affected . Though it was 
adopted as a onetime measure to issue long awaiting promotions in this 

Department it left irrevocable loss to zone- 1 employees . 
7 . We further submit that it was struck down by the Hon ble APAT , Hyderabad , 

there are huge No. of vacancies arose in zones 2 & 3 when compared to zones 
1 & 4 , the adoption of date of arising vacancy has an adverse affect on them .

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8 . In the Service Rules seniority is not defined , hence the meaning of seniority as 
expressed in various dictionaries is detailed below : 

Meaning of Seniority as per dictionary . com : priority or precedence or 
status obtained as the result of persons length of service as in a 

profession , trade , company or union 
ii ) Meaning of Seniority as per Cambridge dictionary : the advantage that 

you get by working for a company for long time. 
iii) Meaning of Seniority as per Wikipedia dictionary : Seniority is a concept 

of a person or a group of people taking precedence over another person 
or group because the former is either older or has occupied a particular 

position longer than the later . 
9 . In view of the legal and factual position they request to adopt the date of joining 

in the cadre of DCTO duly following the Rule 33( a ). 


Reply : 


The objections of the individuals is examined and verified with reference to the records 
and stated as follows :

The Hon ble High Court of A . P ., issued following guidelines for 
preparation of seniority lists . 


1 . Final seniority list in the posts of DCTOs made on the basis of final seniority of 

ACTOs after interspersing them at Zonal Level : 
By interspersing the seniority of DCTOs State Level, the final seniority list of 

CTOs has to be prepared . 
3 . At each stage of ACTOs and DCTOs, it is Rule 33 ( a ) of the A . P . State and Sub 

Ordinate Services Rules , which will govern the aspect of seniority , and 
4 . While considering the final seniority list of CTOs and consequential promotions, 

it is the seniority base upon Rule 33 (a ) referred to above which will govern and 
not the temporary promotions in the said cadre of DCTOS. 


Keeping in view of the guidelines issued by the Hon ble High Court in 
W . P .No .24335 / 1999, dt.09.04 . 2001 for preparing the seniority lists and opinion of the 
Addl. Advocate General of High Court of A . P . vide letter dt.06 .01.2012 , the both the 
Commissioners of Commercial Taxes of Andhra Pradesh and Telangana opined that 
the integrated seniority lists of DCTOs of all (6 ) zones for the panel years 1975 - 76 to 
2004 -05 have to be finalize strictly following the Rule 33 ( a ) of APS & SS Rules , 1996 
and no necessity to issue revised show cause notices , since the directions of the 
Hon ble High Court to follow Rule 33 (a ) of APS & SS Rules, 1996 cannot be disputed . 
Accordingly , finalized the integrated seniority lists of DCTOs for the panel years 1975 
76 to 2004 -05 . The details are as follows:

The finalized seniority lists of DCTOs for the panel years 1975 - 76 to 
2004 - 05 in (5 ) spells were published in Gazette No. 163, dt. 15 . 06 . 2015 and no appeal 
has been received from the individuals figured up to the panel year 2002 -03 . 

The no . of vacancies of DCTOs in each panel years in each is already 
published in the earlier Gazette No. 303, dt. 30 .05 . 2006 . Now the same vacancies are 
taken in to consideration for finalization of revision of the seniority .

Zone, the same will be filled with the same Zonal persons. The same shall not be 
compared with vacancies arises in other zones .

The judgments mentioned in the objections are not related to the present 
integrated seniority list of DCTOs and the integrated seniority list of DCTOs prepared 
as per existing Rule 33 (a ) and 34 of the APS & SS Rules 1996 .

The Rule 34 & 33 (a ) says that 


Rule 34 - Preparation of integrated or common seniority list of persons belonging to 
different units of appointment : where as integrated or common seniority list of a 
particular class , or category or grade in any service belonging to different units of 
appointment has to be prepared for the purpose of promotion or appointment by 
transfer , to a class or category having different units of appointment or for any other 
purpose , such an integrated or common seniority list shall be prepared with reference 
to the provision of sub - rule (a ) of Rule 33 , provided that the seniority list of the 
person inter - se belonging to the same units shall not be disturbed . 


Rule 33 Seniority (a ) – The seniority list of a person in a service , class , category or 
grade, shall unless he had been reduced to a lower rank , as a punishment, be 
determined by the date of his first appointment to such service , class , category or 
grade. 


Hence , the objections of the individuals are over ruled and hereby 
confirmed the integrated seniority list of DCTOs for the panel year 2003 - 04 as 
proposed in the reference 7th cited .

The integrated seniority list of DCTOs of all Zones for the panel year
